3 YEARS FOR 
THEFT OF MAIL 
IN EDMONTON 


Frederick Kleparzuk, Employee 
in Post Office, Gets Term 
in Penitentiary 


Three years’ imprisonment in the} 
Edmonton penitentiary was the sen-| 
tence meted out in the supreme ecrim-| 
inal court Monday eyening to Fred- 
erick Kleparzuk, local postal em-| 
ployee, convicted of stealing outgoing 
letters from the mail, 

The case occupied the entire day, 
and it was almost six o’clock before 
counsel had concluded their addresses} 
and the jury had retired. 

They were back again within thirty 
minutes with a verdict of guilty, 

Three years is the minimum penalty 
for an offence of this kind, The max- 
imum is fifteen. 

After being held as court exhibits 
for more than two weeks, the five let- 
ters found in Kleparzuk’s possession 
will be forwarded to their addresses. 
They were all written by Edmonton 
citizens; four are for towns in the 
province and the fifth is addressed to 
a young woman in Chicago, 

The letters were not opened for 
court purposes, but experts who fin- 
gered them testified that at least two 
contained money.

The lecture was an earnest plea for 
the boy and was lightened by illustra- 
tion and anecdote throughout, Never 
before, sald .... speaker, was the value} 
of the boy so apnparent.age it js today. 
We have heard much of men’s rights| 
and then of women's rights, and now! 
it is the question of children's rights 
that demands our special attention. 

Tasks of the Future 

The boys of today will be called on 
to do two men’s work in the future, 
They will have to face tasks which are 
appalling. They will have to solve the 
enormous problems which will arise 
aft + the war, These are tremendous 
tasks which confront that boy of 
yours. What has he the right to expect! 
from you by way of preparing him to 
deal with them? 

‘The first thing is to keep him where 
Christ put him “in the midst, in the 
home, in the community and in the 
church, The home should be organiz- 
ed around the boy and not around 6o- 
clety. In some homes business, the 
church and society get the right of 
way and the boy plays second fiddle. 
This is true of .2e community and of 
the church. These agencles must be 
organized around the boy. The child 
must be the first thought, not an af-| 
terthought. The church must have a! 
place for the boy. If the boy and 
the carpets disagree, we must forget 
the carpets.

CITY AND DISTRICT 


CIVIC ESTIMATES 
REACH SHAPE FOR 
SPECIAL COUNCIL 


Recommendation for Amalgama- 
tion of the Sewer Maintenance 


and Engineer’s Depts. 


The est'mates for the present year 
are now being put into shape by the 
city commissioners and they will be 
probably presented to a special meet- 
ing of tho city council held some time 
this week. 

Considerable discussion is likely to 
be provoked by the estimates when 
they do come before the counctl, as it 
has been talked of right along this 
year that there were to be consider- 
able changes in the departmental esti- 
inates, and that some departments 
were to be cut out and others amal- 
gamated, 

It seems, however, that the only re- 
commendation to go from the city 
commissioners to council is that the 
sewer maintenance department now 
under Supt. Evans, should be amal- 
gamated with the city engineer's de- 
partment. The sewer maintenanco 
was formerly under the city engineer 
and later under the streets and scav- 
enging. Since it has been run as a 
separate department the cost has been 
reduced. 

The original proposal was that the 
streets and scavenging, the sewer 
maintenance and building inspector's 
departments should all be amalgam- 
ated under the city engineers con- 
trol and should thus rorm one depart- 
ment. 

In an estimate of the cost the pre- 
sent expenditure is given as $23,833 
for the running of the four depart- 
ments yearly and under the amal- 
gamation it would be reduced to $17,- 
20, thus effecting a saving of $6,313. 

This is only the expense of admin- 
{stering the departments and salaries 
form the greatest item of the expen- 
diture. They are as follows: Streete 
and scavenging, $4,564; sewer main- 
tenance, $1,800; citv engineer's dept., 
$8,113; building Inspector, $3,660; 
total, $18,187. Under the suggested 
amalgamation the salaries will be re- 
duced to $12,787. 


RED DEER HOM

Part of the Red Deer institute for 
mentally unsound soldiers is expected 
to be ready for occupation tn about a 
week, according to the present plans 
of the public works department that 
is in charge of the work. The entire 
changes will be complete inside a 
month but it Is planned to start trans- 
fering the soldiers to their new quar- 
ters in about a week. The work has 
been rushed there as the Ponoka Insti- 
tution is overcroWded. There are at 
the present time 634 patients being 
cared for by this institution. Of these 
67 are on probation, 44 males and 23 
females, Of the 667 more serious cases 
392 are males and 175 females,

STARTS WITH OVER 00 
ACTIVE BRANCHRs 


Address by Rev. W. B. Cooper, 
Toronto, on Scope of the 
Work 


At the meeting held Monday night 
in the First Baptist church, the North 
Alberta auxiliary of the Canadian Bi- 
ble society was organized with Rev. 
Cc, W. McKim as president. This re- 
organization of the province has been 
found advisable owing to the growth 
of the work and the greater advantage 
of serving the great northiand from 
this more central point. As was point- 
ed out by the district secretary, Rev. 
It, D. Marr, of Calgary, the new aur- 
iliary will comprise all of that ter- 
ritory north of Lacombe and@ will start 
with over 60 ready-made active 
branches, 

Mr. Marr etated that this number 
Was greater than the entire number 
that made up the district organiza- 
tlon when ho took the office of distriet 
secretary five years ago, Now there 
were over 160 in Alberta, and lagt 
year they had ralsed over $4,000 for 
the work of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society and the Canadian Bible 
society work among the soidiers, Rep- 
resentatives were presont last night 
from Lamont, Camrose and Kingman, 
and the speaker felt that the new aux- 
illary was starting out under very fay- 
orable circumstances and with the best 
wishes of these associated societies, 

An International Work 

Rev. W. B, Cooper, secretary of the 
Dominion society, was the principal 
speaker of the evoning and congratu- 
lated the society on the very ausplie- 
fous start 1t was making, on the ener- 
sy and vision of the committee whidh 
was responsible for the organization. 

Mr. Cooper spoke of the growth ef 
the work from a@ national and inter- 
national standpoint, the werk of the 
Canadian society and of the parent 
organization, the British and Foreign 
Bible society. He dwelt especially on 
the great work that is being done 
among the soldiers and mentioned in 
passing that 300 testaments were go- 
ing out each week from the London 
office to the men overseas. The British 
society had forwarded some 7,000,000 
Bible, translated into 70 different lan- 
guages, both to supply and to replacsa 
lost Bibles to soldiers. He spoke fur- 
ther of the representatives of the ao- 
clety who worked at the ports of en- 
try and who were linguists of re- 
markable ability, telling of one man 
who could speak 16 different lan- 
Guages and could in nearly every case 
accost 4 man in his own language. 
This was a wonderful advantage, es- 
pecially with the foreigner who camo 
to this conutry with all hig éuspicions 
on the alert for the Americgn who he 
thought would take advantage of him 
He concluded his statements with the 
words: “The Bible must #0 to the 
nien, in order (nat men may go to the 
Bible.”

UNITED STATES TO HAVE HALF 
AMILLION MEN IN FRANCE 
_ FARLY IN YEAR, SAYS BAKER

RANGE IN WINNIPEG { | American Secretary of War Makes Statement Before Senate Military 


Investigation Committee—He Declared That the United States 
Would Have One and a Half Million Men Available for Duty in 


France in 1918—France and Great Britain Are Supplying ‘the 
Artillery, of Which They Have an Excess, to Save Ships for 


Vital Necessities.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 28.—We will 
have five hundred thousand men In 
France early this year, Secretary 
Baker today told the senate military 
investigation committee, 

Secretary Baker sald that the Unit- 
ed States would have one and one- 
half million men available for duty 
in #rance in 1918. 

The secretary of war Was replying 
today before the senate military com- 
mittee to Senator Chamberlain's 
charges of inefficiency and breakdown 
in the wer department, 

Incidentally, in defending the war 


efficlency and lack of initiative to 
prepare for war when war was assur- 
ed, the secretary of war  disclobed 
some facts hitherto held confidential. 
Supplying Artillery 

France and Great Britain, he said, 
are supplying artillety to the Amer- 
ican forces because they themselves 
wished to do so, as they had an excess 
on hand, and wished to save ships for 
more vital necessities, 

Thirty-two divisions of national 
guard and national army troops in 
camp in the United States—more than 
a million mien in all—are considered) 
ready to go overseas for service when- 
ever it is decided that they shall} 
move, 

Every American soldier who can use 
a rifle, Secretary Baker told the sena- 
tors, already has been provided with 
one, and the rate of manufacture as- 
sures a steady supply as troops become 
ready to use them. 

Charges of mistreatment of troops in 
hospitals, Secretary Baker said, were 
acted on vigorously, and he pointed 
out that the war department only last 
week refused to permitt mere dismissal 
of two army doctors who mistreated) 
soldiers, but insisted they should have 
prison sentenceg in addition, 

Case of Artillery, 

Secretary Baker produced a tele- 
gram from Major General Bliss, chief 
of staff, when the war council was 
abroad, reciting the unanimous agree- 
ment of the inter-allied military re- 
presentatives for American forces to 
secure artillery from England and 
France for all American forces sent 
abroad this year and as long there- 
after as possible. 

Referring to Col, House’a military 
aides, Secretary Baker said: 

“It was their task to find out from 
the French, British and Italian re- 
presentativeg the auswer to this ques- 
tion: ‘How can America contribute 
most to the early winning of the 
war?’ 

“One of the answers was for more 
rapid expedition of American forces 


| to Europe. It was agreed (ly both 


England and France have surplus 
ordnance, ammunition and manutac- 
uring capacity.” 

General Biss’ report, as read by 
Secretary Baker, in part follows: 

“Jt Was agreed by representatives 
of Great Britain and France thar 


they are able to equip all American 
troops arriving 1918 with ordnance of 
the best type. Jt is recommended 


long afterward as found convenient 
from British and French gun fac- 
tories.” 

“IT have seen in the newspapers," 
Mr. Baker continued, “that this is 


to you, gentlemen, that Marshal Jof 


fre and his associates, General Bridges 
and ail his associates of Great Britain, 
and in fact all persons of commissions 
that have come to iula country with 
any knowledge of conditions, all bring 
me the confidence and positive assur- 
ance that we are not only not taking 
from England and France the things 
that they need, but are helping their 
industrial processes and saving ton- 
nage, and making proper co-ordinated 
military efforts with our aliles,” 
Production Grows 

Statistics of manufacture in this 
country of artillery were given by 
Secretary Baker, some publicly and 
some to the committee in confidence.

livered this month and that ita produc: 
tion is rising steadily to an estimated 
output of 300 a month maximum,

When 
we came into the field we found it in 
part pre-empted by our allies, Our 
necessity was to intrude our program 
without displacing that of our allies, 
The ordnance bureau has averaged 
twenty contracts a day since we went 
into the war.” 

Senator Fre!inghuysen sald he under- 
stood the shell making capacity of 
the country had dropped 75 ner cent 
after the United States entered the 
war, the war department having per- 
mitted plants to go out of business and 
be dismantled. 

60,000,000 Shells. 


Secretary Baker said he had no tn- 
formation on that point but would ob- 


tain it for the committee. Ile sug- | 


gested that plants bullt and owned by 
the British government might have 
been dismantled and shipped to Eng- 
land, 

Secretary Baker read a report 
showing 60,000,000 shells are under 
manufacture for délivery this year, 
with an increase of fifty per cent. in 
manufacture of 75 millimetre and 
3%-Inch shells and 25 per cent, tn 
heavier size since the country entered 
the war, 

Becretary Baker said the idea had 
gotten abroad that the American army 
uniform is part shoddy. He declared it 
was all wool and that shoddy is put 
only in overcoats and blankets, 

“When we Went into the war,” he 
said, ‘the standard of the army unl- 
form was 75 per cent. wool 
and 26 per cent, cotton,"

Fairchild Thinks Billions Should 
be Given For Help to

New York Jan 28 —Charles BE

We made a great dea! more than we 
have loaned to our allies. Think of 
the prestige as the prince of all na- 
tions if we should give, not lend, these 
billiong to the allies.”
